ordinary wool, it can be curled, felted,
and woven.

All the aucular leaves of the pine fir,

and of the coniferae in general, are com-

posed of a bundle of fibrillae extremely
fine and tough, surrounded and held to-

gether by a resinous subsUnco under
the form of a thin pellicle. When by

decoction and the use of certain chemi- -

cal agents the resinous substance is 'lis- -

solved, it is easy to separate the fibers,

to wash thein and free them from all fo

reign substances. Acoording to the
mode of preparation employed, the wool-

ly substance acquires a quality more or
leaf iim, ui iciuuuia ill no lunifli ?inir ,

in the first instance it is used as wad-

ding, in the secoi d to stuff matresses.
e pine has been preferred to the

other kinds of pilch trees, it is on ac-

count of the length of its needle-shape- d

leates. It is thought that a similar re-

sult might be obtained from other trees
of ihe same species.

The tree can be stripped of its leaves
when quite young without any injury.
The operation takes place when they are
still green. A man can gather two hun-

dred pounds of leaves a day.
It wus first advantageously substitu-

ted for coiton and wool in the manufac-

ture of blankets. The hospital of Vien-

na bought five hundred, and, nfter a tri-

al of several )ears, has adopted them
entirely. It has been remaiked, among

other advantages, that no kind of insects
would lodge the beds, and ils Aroma-

The n.embianous substance obtained
filtration at the time of the washing of

the fibres, is pressed in bricks and dried;
it is used as a combustible, and piodu-ce- s,

from the rosin it contains, a quan
lity of gas sufficient for the lighting of
the factory. The production of a thou-

sand quintals of vpol leaves a quantity
of combustible matter equal in value to

ClKIOCS E.XPEKIMKNTS, WlIAT DO TIIEV

mean 1 A friend told us the oilier ddj
of a very curious experiment, which led
us to try others equally curious with the
same success. His experiment was this:

Take a gold ring, and suspend it b) a

thread about half a yard long; then hold
it by the thumb and finger of the right
hand over the palm of the left hand, so
that the ring may swing freely as a pen-

dulum; it will oscillate to and fro in the

direction of the arm with increasing force.
Then let another person form a minee-tio-

between the thumb and forefinger
of the operator's left hand by his own
thumb and finger; the motion of the ring
will change from a stright line to a cir
cle at once, and on the withdrawal of
the connection it will return to a straight
line; and on touching the operator's left
shoulder with the hand, (he million w ill

cease, and the ring be set at rest.
We tried the experiment successfully,

and found that it would succeed equally
with a key instead nf a ring, or with any

body of proper size similaily suspended,
whether of metal, or wood or glass.
We found also that if suspended over
the knees, the pendulum would swing
from knee to knee, and immediately be-

gan to revolve as soon as the feet were
brought together. Suspended over the

heart, the pendulum revolved of itself in

aciicleof considerable diameter; and

over the forehead it revolves in an op
nosile direction from its course when it

is held on the back of the

These experiments vary somewhat
with different persons; yet, with greater
or less lorce, they seem to follow the
same law in nearly all cases. What
does it mean ? The force is not electri-

cal, for it acts as well through
as conducting bodies, and a silk

instead of a cotton thread innkes no dif
ference in the result. It is not mere im

agination, for there is too much unifor-

mity in the result to favor that supposi
tion. In some cases the revolution is in
an orbit a foot in diameter, if not more.

The Boston papers have lengthy ac- -

conn's of one of the most atrocious and

cold blooded assassinations on record.

The town of Natick has been fearful-

ly excited y by a dreadful tiagedy
which occured last night in their midst,
and of which the following are the par-

ticulars:

She had lost a large
quantity of hlood during the night, and

was evidently in the Inst stages of ex-

haustion. She was placed 011 a bed, and

a phjsicia'i culled, who staled that she

could not recover. Hestoraiives were
applied with a view of obtaining from

her a declaration as to the mmdi r ; but

up to ten o'clock she had 11 it uttered a

word, though she was ei idently sensible,
and groaned occasionally. When she

u al first discovered, her infant child

was asleep on the floor, covered with
the blood of ils mother.

An investigation of the room where
Mrs Taylor lay brought to light an axe,
which was covered with blood, with

hairs attached ; it was leaning against
Ihe wall near the door, and the two
doors to the shopueie both open, show-

ing that in this way probably the mur-

derer escaped
The supposition is, that Mr. Taylor

wes s'ruck at the bench by the murder-

ers' blows with the axe; that his wife

who ws abed in the adjoining room, a

door from which front the door to the
simo, was aioused bv the outcries of

her husband, and came out at the door,
when Ihe murder finding that she had

witnessed the murder of her husband,
made a blow at her with the axe.

The first blow struck the bed-po- st as

it is nearly severed ; the second blow

must have sunk deep into the head of

the unl'oitunate woman.
